NEWS WANTADS FOR QUICK RETURNS 


An emergency crew of employees 
of the local Southern Counties Gas 
company has been dispatched to 
Santa Barbara where it will assist 
the company in the reconstruction of 
its gas distribution system which was 
considerably damaged by the recent 
earthquake. The local utility dis¬ 
tributes gas not only in this territory 
but in more than fifty communities 
of Southern Californi, including San¬ 
ta Barbara and Montecito. As soon 
as word of the disaster reached this 
city, W. E. Keefe, district manager 
for the company’s properties here, 
selected a crew of experienced men 
to assist the company in the north¬ 
ern city. 

By Tuesday morning fully 100 
1 Southern Counties Gas company men 
i from cities other than Santa Bar- 
| bara had arrived on the scene and 
were at work in the reconstruction 
of the company’s distribution system 
there. The first order of the day was 
to turn off the gas service in every 
house in Santa Barbara. This, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Keefe, was to prevent 
any danger to property when gas 
service is again resumed there. 

One of the acts of heroism coming 
from the Santa Barbara disaster, is 
that of the night engineer, Henry 
Ketz, who showed rare judgment in 
closing the emergency valve immedi¬ 
ately following the first shock Mon¬ 
day morning. Although the com¬ 
pany rules strictly forbid turning otf 
the gas at any time, Ketz took it 
upon himself to turn the emergency 
valve. Realizing the seriousness of 
the shock and that tremendous dam 
age must have occurred in various 
parts of the city, he made his way 
across the engine room while the 
building was still shaking and cac 
off the city’s gas uspply. 

His judgment in doing this ha- 
been highly commended by the com¬ 
pany’s officials who feel sure that 
his act prevented fires breaking out 
immediately following the shock. 
Ketz has been with the gas company 
at Santa Barbara for the past six; 
years. 

The Southern Counties Gas office 
at 16 East Canon Perdido street, I 
Santa Barbara, was a total loss, ac- 
cording to Mr. Keefe. Two of the 
walls were caved in and the entire 
building will have to be rebuilt. In 1 
the meantime, the city is without j 
gas service until the company with 
its big emergency crew makes a 
careful inspection of the entire sys¬ 
tem. When the company is thor¬ 
oughly satisfied that there remains 
no chance of danger to the commun-

Pump Here 

“Use all the water you want," 
says Chairman Karl Topping of the 
water committee of the city trustees. 
Sierra Madre has plenty of water 
for her citizens this summer and 
from now on the supply will not be 
impaired for luck of pumping or 
reservoir capacity. 

A Fordson tractor was attached 
to a pump at the Mira Monte Ave., 
reservoir the latter part of last 
week to boost the water into the 
Grove Street reservoir and the upper 
part of town which had been suffer¬ 


ing from shortage of water is new 
well supplied and will be for the 
remainder of the summer. 

The lack of water for domestic 
use in certain parts of town was not 
not due to inadequate supply but 
to a shortage of pumps with which 
to elevate water to the upper pipe 
lines. The big American-LaFrance 
fire engine was brought into use in 
the emergency until the Fordson 
engine was secured. The latter will 
serve until the new booster pump 
can be procured in accordance with 
the original plans of the extension 
program. The Auburn Avenue res¬ 
ervoir is not yet in use for lack of 
pumping facilities, but officials of 
the water department believe that 
ample precautions have been taken to 
guard against any shortage during 
the summer season.

It is estimated that more than

number the canyon cottages were 
filled to capacity and there were a 
large number of picnickers who did 
not go up the trails nor take cabins.

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Adobe House 

Will Grow in 
Popularity , Claim 

The adobe house has a future, ac¬ 
cording to J. N. Hawks of the An¬ 
drews and Hawks real estate firm. 
Mr. Hawks believes that the fine 
qualities of the houses which first 
graced tlie Southern California land¬ 
scape cannot be overlooked any long¬ 
er and that in the future there will 
he more and more homes made out 
of sundrined brick. 

So firmly does Mr. Hawks believe 
this that he, with the help of D. and 
J. Buchan, and a few other Sierra 
Madre men, is perfecting a system 
for the manufacture of adobe brick 
which will put them on a par with 
other building materials for prac¬ 
tical use. The office which is being 
built near the Wistaria theater by 
Mr. Andrews and Mr. Hawks has 
put even more enthusiasm into the 
firm than existed before the trial 
building was started. 

The new office has enjoyed a 
large number of visitors during its 
construction and a number of peo¬ 
ple are keeping close track of the 
structure in order to determine whe¬ 
ther it is a practical home building 
material or not. It is understood 
that most of those who have in¬ 
spected the trial structure have been 
well pleased with the results ob¬ 
tained. 

Mr. Hawks has perfected a process 
for making bricks which he says is 


far superior to the old time prac¬ 
tice of making only a few at a time. 
He has a large number of moulds 
and leaves the bricks in the moulds 
until thoroughly set before taking 
away their supports. In this way lm 
prevents the bricks from becoming 
out of shape and harder to build a 
true wall. 

A house made of adobe, Mr. 
Hawks says, does not echo, the sun j 
will not heat it through so readily, 
and the dampness of foggy mornings 
is largely eliminated. The construc¬ 
tion cost will about equal the cost 
i of a stucco house of the same size.
